The theory of the administration, as 
explained by Representative Farris in 
the debate, is that if bonds should be 
taxed one-tenth of one per cent and 
relieved of all other taxes of every 
kind, owners of bonds would report 
them for taxation instead of evading 
taxation on them as they do row, when 
they are subject to taxation at the same 
rate levied against any kind of prop- 
erty.

BILL PASSES HOUSE 


Has Been Considered by Senate 
Committee—Provides for 
Fund of $5,000,000. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. %.—The 
Hawes. zoo8 roads: bill, under which 
Missouri will be able to obtain its $2,- 
500,000 share. in the Federal Govern- 
ment’s $75,000,000 appropriation for roads, 
Was passed by the House this after- 
noon by a vote of 104 to 26.

Owning the Hawaiian Islands and the 
Philippines makes this country “an 
Asiatic Power’’ and guarantee of the 
integrity: of Panama and ownership of 
the Danish West Indies and Porto Rico, 
‘a South American Power,’’ the former 
President declared. He added that “‘im- 
pending events make of the highest Im- 
portance our world relations’’ and the 
country has obligations making it a 
world Power which it cannot ignore. 

In alluding to the Japanese question 
Taft,said: ‘On the Pacific Coast we 
have three great states, California, Ore- 
gon and Washington. They wabblei 
some in the last election, but they are 
still entitled to our protection.” , 

Taft asserted he had been told by a 
Japanese statesman. that if the Japanese 
were treated in America as the Chincse 
were the Jananese Government, al- 
though desiring peace, would not be 
able to restrain its people. 

‘“‘We are facing war now,’ Mr. Taft 
added. ‘I believe the only policy we 
can pursue is to have it understood that 
every male who comes to manhood shal! 
spend a certain time in training to be a 
soldier against the time when he may 
be needed. Call it anything you like— 
military training, conscription, or what 
not—but it is necessary.”’ 

While Germany if unimpeded could 
land 500,000 men here within six weeks, 
the speaker said, that could not be 
done ‘if we had the biggest navy.’’

TELLS ABOUT FLIRTATIONS 


Says Mrs. Nolker Went to Rus- 
sian’s Apartment; Gave 
Watch to Consul, © 


Depositions taken in New York in 
the divorce suit of Robert E. Nolker 
against Pearl Elizabeth Hyman Nolker 
were filed in Judge Cave's court today. 
They include the testimony of 13. wit- 
nesses and cover 382 typewritten pages. 

The principal witness is Albegtine 
(Baby) Marlowe, the 17-year-old former 
protege and comp: aion of Mrs. Nolker 
when she was studying for the operatic 
stage in New Yo: and Paris. A set- 
tlement recently was made with the 
Marlowe girl in a suit for $100,000 in 
which she alleged Mrs. Nolker had 
falsely accused her of stealing $1000 and 
a gold mesh hand*bag when they were 
visiting a New York beauty parlor. 

The depositions were taken in New 
York about a month ago and much of 
the testimony has been printed in St. 
Louis newspapers. 

“Baby’ Marlowe’s Testimony. 

Albertine Marlowe testified she first 
met Mrs. Nolker in Paris in the fall of 
1913. She told of visits with Mrs. Nolker 
and others to Paris cafes. They. usually 
would start out at 8:30 p. m. and ‘‘wind 
up’”’ at Maxim’s about 2:30 a. m. Mrs, 
Nolker, she said, sometimes danced with 
strange men at Maxim’s and strangers 
would come to her table. On some of 
these occasions Nolker was present. He 
went to Paris about Christmas, 1913. 

Before Nolker’s arrival, she said, Mrs. 
Nolker told her ‘‘the Dutch boob’’ was 
coming. According to the witness, Mrs. 
Nolker also referred to her husband as 
‘Heine’ and ‘“‘Dutch Heine.’’ She said 
that when Nolker arrived in Paris hs 
‘treated his wife wonderful.”’ 

Miss Marlowe told of Mrs. Nolker’s 
refusal to return to St. Louis with 
her husband. She quoted Mrs. Nolker 
as saying-she had no liking for St. 
Louis and preferred to remain in 
Paris and enjoy herself and continue 
her singing lessons. 

Tells of Paris Flirtation. 

The witness told of a man named 
Berty Hollander who flirted with 
Mrs. Nolker one night at the Abbae, a 
Paris resort. She quoted Mrs. Nolker 
as saying to her: “You go flirt with 
him. I’ve been trying to flirt with 
him ever since IT met him on my wed- 
ding journey. Throw balls at him.” 
Later, she said, Hollander went to 
Mrs. Nolker’s table and introduced 
himself, but gave a fictitious name. 
Nolker was there at the time. 

The next day, Miss Marlowe said, she 
and Mrs. Nolker and Mrs. Nolker’s sis- 
ter, Mrs. Sarah Teasdale, accompanied 
by Joe Gaitens of Atlanta, had lunch 
with Hollander. She said Mrs. Teas- 
dale went with Hollander a great deal 
and Mrs. Nolker, she said, was often 
in the company of a ie ioe ge: or 
Scandinavian Consul. 

After Nolker departed from Paris, she 
said, Mrs. Nolker and Mrs. Teasdale 
went to Nice to see Hollander. Later 
she told of Hollander going to London. 
In the course of the questioning a law- 
yer said: 

**Let’s see, I believe we lost Berty Hol- 
lander in London.’’ 

‘‘Yes,’’ replied Miss Marlowe, ‘‘and I’m 
afraid he’s lost for good. I understand 
he is to be shot as a spy.

BRITISH REPORT 
FURTHER SUGGES 
ON SOMME FRONT 


Enemy Position ‘on Highest Point 
of Sailly-Saillesel Hill Taken 
With Prisoners. 


FIGHTING ON THE ANCRE 


Capture of Grandcourt Followed 
Up Vigorously; Baillescourt 
Farm Is Taken. 


BERLIN, by wireless to Sayville, 
Feb. 9.—The British made attacks at 
three points on the Somme front yes- 
terday. Today’s announcement from 
army headquarters says they gained 
a small amount of ground. 

The statement reads: 

“In the morning the British att4eked 
near Serre. They were repulsed. 

“On the north bank of the Ancre. aft- 
er a short interruption, new attac's 
‘were launched, during which -‘ve_ lost 
a little ground near Baillescourt. North 
of the St. Pierre Vaast wood an attack, 
which failed as a whole, left for the 
British a sroall place of entrance. This 
piace is hemmed in. 

“Between the Meuse and the Moscile, 
near Flires, after efficient artilicry 
wieparation, a company advancel as 
far as the third trench line and brough.: 
hack 26 prisoners. The company’s own 
loss was sinall,’’ 


LONDON, Feb. 9.—‘*We attacked this 
morning an important enemy position on 
the highest point of Sailly-Saillisel Hill 


on the Somme front,’ said the British 
official report, issued last night. ‘“We 
gained the whole of our objectives and 
captured a machine gun and 78 pris- 
oners, including two officers. 

“Our capture of Grandcourt has been 
followed up vigorously on both banks 
of the Ancre and considerable progress 
has been made. During the night we 
captured Baillescourt Farm, on the 
Beaucourt-Miraumont road, and south 
of the Ancre carried another hostile 
trench lying between Crandcourt and 
our old front line. In these operations 
we have taken 82 prisoners, including 
one officer. 

“The ground we have gained on the 
Ancre since the new year now repre- 
sents an advance of an average depth 
of nearly three-quarters of a mile on a 
front of more than three miles. 

‘‘We also entered enemy trenches last 
night south of Bouchavesnes and 
brought back prisoners and a machine 
gun. A number of the enemy were 
killed and dugouts were bombed.’’ 


Allies Lost 55 Airplanes, Germany 34, 
in January, Berlin Says. 

BERLIN, Feb. 9, by wireless to Say- 
ville—The Germans lost 3% airplanes 
in January and the British, French and 
Russians 55, the War Office announced 
today. : 

“The aviators, notwithstanding the 
severe cold, fulfilled in. January - their 
important tasks of observation, recon 
noitering and attacking,’’ the statement 
says. ‘Last month we lost 34 airplanes 
The British, French and Russians lost 
}S5 airplanes in aerial engagements or by 
being shot down from the ground. - Of 
these 29 fell beyond our lines, as was 
seen plainly, and 2§ are in our posses- 
sion.

BL TONAME CRUSERS | 
FOR SIX NAVAL HEROES 


. By 3 ‘ 
Proposal to Honor Jones, Mac- 
Donough, Decatur, Perr:. 
Farragut and.Dewey. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 9.—Senator 
Weeks yesterday introduced an amend- 
ment to the naval bill to name the six 
new battle cruisers John Paul Jones, 
MacDonough, Decatur, Perry, Far-agut 
and Dewey. 

Contracts for the construction of the 
battle cruisers have not yet been award. 
ed. A limit of $19,000,000 has been placea 
on the cost of each ship. These battle 
cruisers will probably be the speediest 
boats in the navy and will have a heavy 
armament. It has been said by navy 
men that the new type of battle cruis- 
ers will be the nearest to perfection of 
any craft yet designed. 


Six Men Named Most Distinguished 
of American Sea Fighters. 

The naval heroes atter whom it is 
proposed to name the six new battle 
cruisers are probably the most distin- 
guished sea fighters America produced 
in the period from the Revolution to the 
Spanish-American war. 

To John Paul Jones alone probably is 
due virtually all the credit for what, 


the colonies accomplished in naval war-| 
fare in the Revolution, Beginning as a 
First Lieutenant in the new navy he. 
engaged with much success in destroy- 
ing British commerce and finally, after 
much personal effort and many disap- 
pointments, he was placed in command 
of a fieet. His most noted exploit was 
in the battle between the American and 
British fleets in which he lashed his 
flagship, the Bon Hommé@ Richard, to 
the British warship Serapis, the battle 
resulting in an American victory. 
Stephen Decatur, probably the most 
distinguished of a family of naval of- 
ficers, gained his reputation in the Tri- 
politan war in 1804. When the Amer- 
ican frigate Philadelphia was captured 
by the Algerians and towed into the 
harbor of Tripoli, Decatur led a band of 
picked men, who entered the harbor én 
small boats under the fire of 141 guns 


miral Nelson called tnis ‘‘the most dar- 
ing act of the age.’’ When Algiers later 
‘violated its treaty with the United 
States, Decatur. after capturing a num- 
ber of Algerian vessels, compelled the 
Bey. to sign a treaty to never again 
levy tribute on the United States. De- 
catur was‘killed in a duel. 

Thomas MacDonough also gained 
fame in the Tripolitan wars, having 
been a midshipman on the Philadelphia 
and a member of Decatur’s party which 
destroyed the ship. His chance came, 
however, in the War of 1812, when he 
commanded the American fleet on Lake 
Champlain and defeated a British fleet- 
which was atempting to aid land forces 
in an attack on Plattsburg. 

The first time in history that England 
lost an entire naval squadron by sur- 
render was in the battle of Lake Erie, 
when the American fleet was command- 
ed by Oliver Hazard Perry, another vet- 
eran of the Tripolitan wars. When his 
flagship, the Lawrence, was fatally 
struck, Perry entered a small boat and 
und@r a storm of missiles, made his 
way to another of his ships, the Ni- 
agara, where he raised his flag. When 
the British surrendered a short time 
later Perry sent/ his memorable words 
to Gen. Harris6én,. commander ‘of ‘the 
land forces: ‘‘We have met the enemy 
and they are ours.” He was only 2/7 
when he won this battle. 

Farragut, the first Admiral of the 
United States navy, was given this rank 
after his services in the Civil War. 
where his dash and boldness caused 
him to become the foremost of the 
Union naval commanders. On one oc- 
casion when the bridge of his flagship, 
the Hartford, was shot away, he lashed 
himself to the rigging and continued 
to direct the battle. At another tiie, 
when other officers demurred at enter- 
ing waters where there was danger of 


the torpedoes; go ahead!’’ 

Tne long career of Admiral Dewey. is 
fresh in the public mind as a result of 
his recent death. He became a national] 
hero following the battle of Manila 
Bay, in which he destroyed .th® Span- 
ish fleet, and-his orders to the Captain 
of his flagship, “You may fire when 
ready, Gridiey,’’ have become as famous 
as the ‘We have m& the enemy” of 
Perry or the “Don’t give up the ship” 
of Capt. James Lawrence of the Chesa- 
peake.

FORD'S CASH OPEN T0

Offers It-in Addition to Factory; 
Says Pacifist, Like Cat, Will 
Fight if Cornered.

Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 9.—Henry Ford's 
spare money will be at the disposal of; 
the United States Government, as well 
as the 46,000 employes and the Detroit 
factory he had already offered, if the 
United States is drawn into the Euro- 
pean war. His immediate available as- 
sets have been estimated at $100,000,000 
and his total resources at perhaps five 
times that sum. 


“Whatever part the Government needs | 
‘of what I have,’’ Ford said to reporters, 


“it may have when it requires it. And 
the loan will be without interest. There 
will be no percentage, no profit. I dén’t 
want to make anything. I wouldn't 
take a cent of profit from the Govern- 
ment under any circumstances.”’ 

“You can’t tell about us pacifists,’’ he 


said. ‘Sometimes I think a pacifist is 


like a cat. It may seem a gentle. crea- | 


ture that you can fondle—an inoffensive, 


harmless sort of thing. But back a cat 
up in a corner—or a pacifist—and you've 
got the worst kind of a fight on you've 
ever seen. 

He said he could manufacture 3000 
motor cars a day, each equipped with 
bodies ‘that would carry perhaps 10 
men and.could travel 24 hours a day, 
if necessary, at a fairly high speed. 

He could also make a tremendous 
number of “baby submarines’’—little 
undersea craft to be run by one man, 
which-would carry at their noses 
“pills on poles,” the “‘pills” to be high 
explosives and thé “‘poles’’ to be long 
enough to. insure safety to the opera- 
tor. These, Ford says, could destroy 
the most powerful battleship, and 
blow up troop ships by which the 
enemy might endeavor to land invad-’ 
ers. They..would cost little more than 
an automobile. 

Ford concluded: “The President 
did’ the: right thing exactly and I'll 
back him up as far as I can go. We've 
got the greatest nation in the world. 
We get the cream of al] nations. |

REGULATE SALE OF 
WEAPONS WORKS 


port of Measure Pending in 
' Missouri Legislature. 


Gun Gangs Have Been Broken 
Up; Number of Homicides 
Probably Lowered. 


The probable effect in Missouri of a 
bill prepared by Chief of Detectives 
Allend2r to regulate the sale of re- 
volvers and other deadly weapons, now 
pending in the Legislature, may be 
judged in a measure by the results of 
the operation of a similar statute, the 
Sullivan law, as applied to New York 
City since its enactment by the New 
York Assembly in 1911. 
this, a Post-Dispatch reporter obtained 
@ record of the prosecutions in New 
York under the act and a comparative 
table of murders in large cities, and 
intervieweq New York police officials 
on the effects of the law. 

The material collected by Chief Al- 
lender in preparing the bill and in his 
campaign to have it enacted by the 
State Leecislature, shows that no other 
State has a law approaching that of 
New York, and that many states are 
without legislation on the subject or 
have makeshift laws positively amusing 
in their archdism and the ease with 
which they may be evaded. Another 
feature was the mass of weighty opin- 
ions favorable to the bill, expressed in 


letters to Chief Allender. 
Permit to Buy Weapon, 


Chief Allender’s bill would require 
that no person in Missouri could pur- 
chase, borrow or otherwise procure a rs- 
volver, pistol or similar deadly weapon 
without presenting «1 permit issued by 
a Circuit Judge. This permit wouid 
contain. a description of the weapon, 
Serial number, name of maker and oth- 
er information, and would be preserved 
by the seller. The obligation would 
be imposed upon the Judge to ascer- 
tain the good moral character of the 
applicant and the purpose for which he 
proposed to use the weapon, before the 
permit should be issued. 

The permit to purchase would not; 
give the buyer a license to carry the 
weapon, as the proposed law would not 
in any way change the present law 
which makes the carrying of concealed 
weapons a felony. Jn this respect it dif- 
fers, from the Neéw York law, which 
gives the buyer, having a permit, a li- 
eénse to carry the weapon. Another 
difference is that in New York the per- 
mit may be issued by the police offi- 
clals, Dut Chief Allender thinks this an 
objectionable arrangement. 

The proposed penalties range from a 


$5000, and imprisonment in jail for not 
less than a week nor more than a year, 
or imprisonment in the penitentiary for 
one to five years. 
The Allender bill was introduced in 
the hands of the Committee on Criminal 
Jurisprudence of which Senator Casey 
of Kansas City is cRairman. Other mem- 
bers of the cOmmittee are Senators Har- 
ris, Goodson, Taylor, Mayes, Green, 
Duncan, Gardner, Elder and Morton. 
That the Sullivan law has been a 
great help to the Police Department of 
New York is admitted by every man 
connected with ‘that department who 
is associated with the effort.to suppress 
and punish crimes of violence. As far 
as practical police results go, it hds 
been most effective in putting away gun 
carriers who were known to have com- 
mitted crimes which could not be legal- 
ly proven. The man with a police rec- 
ord who is caught with a gun on him 
has no chance. He is per se guilty of a 
felony. Some stand trial and there have 


“framed up” men, putting guns in their 
pockets to be found when they were 
searched at the station, but how help- 
less the man caught with a gun feels is 
proven by the court records. 
Record in Courts. 

Under the present administration of 
the New York law, first offenders are 
sent to special sessions, and second or 
more or less habitual offenders, and 
men arrested for other crimes and found 
to be armed go to General Sessions, 
where the serious criminal cases are 
tried. In 1916, 582 cases under the Sulli- 
van law were disposed of out of a total 
6f 632, 6% of which are still pending. In 
Special Sessions, where the first of- 
fenders were heard, 467 cases were dis- 
posed of, in 887 of which the weapon 
that formed the basis of the complaint 
was a pistol. Of the accused 292 pleaded 
guilty. Of those who stood trial 72 were 
convicted, 62 were acquitted, 20 were 
released for lack of sufficient evidence, 
16 were released on their own recog- 
nizances, with the charge still hanging 
over them, and five were sent to General 
Sessions as serious cases. 


The striking feature of these statistics 
is the number who have pleaded guilty, 
and.the police and court officials declare 
that to be a fair average. 

In Genéral Sessions, 115 cases were dis- 
posed of. Of these 61 were convicted, 
six were acquitted, 2% were discharged, 
and in 22 cases the grand jury failed to 
return true bills. 

Whether the Sullivan law has lowered 
the number of homicides the New York 
police are not prepared to say. The one

would be lessened by 
the proposed bill. He points out that 
holdups, robberies and many other 
crimes would be almost impossible with- 
out the use of revolvers. Many accl- 
dental and ynpremeditated killings, he 
believes, would be prevented if it were 
not so easy to, obtain revolvers. 

The legislation of other states on thi3 
matter is confined almost entirely to 
laws forbidding the sale of deadly weap- 
ons to minors and in many states the 
age limit of such minors is placed at 
16 years. The penalties in most Cases 
are mild, the maximum usually being 2 
fine of not more than $100—‘‘a slap on 
the wrist,’’ Chief Allender said. 

Texas, however. attempted a knockout 
blow 2t the traffic in revolvers and pis- 
tols, with en astonishing result. A 
State law was enacted assessing upon 
dealers a tax of 50 per cent of eac!: 
weapon sold. It was expected that this 
measure would, and in fact it did, make 
prohibitive the sale of such weapons. 
But the result, according to the Chief 
of Police of Dallas, has been that al! 
over the State dealers are engaged in 
the “‘leasing’’ of pistols and revolvers 
for ‘‘a term of 99 years.’’ The man who 
wishes such a weapon is required t 
sign a blank form of lease which the 
dealers have had printed in large num- 
bers, and in every case the _ rental 
charged is exactly the customary retai. 
price of “the weapon. 

Judges Indorse Bill. 

The Allender bill has been indorsed 
by Franklin Ferris, former Judge of the 
Missouri Supreme Court; former Cir- 
cuit Judge Moses Sale, Circuit Judre 
Arch Johnson of Springfield, the Si. 
Louis Bar Association and many law- 
yers and citizens of the State. 

In his letter of indorsement, Judge 
Ferris said: ‘I had before me as Judge 
of the Criminal Court, many cases otf 
murder and assault with intent to kill 
With one exception, in every case the 
crime was due to the fact that the ag- 
gressor had the weapon on his person 
at the time, and because of this fact 
an affray whieh should have been noth- 
ing more than a fist fight became a 
deadly assault.”’ 

Judge Johnson wrote: “If this bili 
were enforced in this State, in my 
opinion the homicide cases that nor 
get into our courts would be reduced 
75 per cent.” 4 

Some persons writing to Chief Allen- 
der urged that the sale of such weap- 
ons should be prohibited altogether. In 
this connection

police do not carry revolvers. The mur- 
der rate in London, he said, is less than 
one per 100,900. 

Chief Allender declared that for one 
good result accomplished with a re- 
volver in the hands of a private citizen 
or a policeman in the killing or appre- 
hension of criminals, he can cite 99 evil 
results. He thinks the ideal condition 
would be such that no person could ob- 
tain a revolver and that policemen and 
other officers would not then need to 
carry ‘such weapons. 

He is making an exignsive campaign 
in the interest of the pending bill. Many 
letters supporting the bill have been 
printed by him and widely distributed 
ever the State. He also has made use 
of editorials and cartoons printed in the 
Post-Dispatch emphasizing the need of 
such a law. 

Although the present law prohibits 
the carrying of a concealed weapon, the 
lightness of the penalty often imposed 
and the infrequency of convictions do 
little to discourage the practice. Cir- 
cult Attorney McDaniel made the state- 
ment recently, as told in the Post- 
Dispatch, that he found it almost im- 
possible to get juries to impose jail 
sentences upon persons charged wit); 
carrying concealed weapons, even when 
guilt was not denied by the defendant.

IS MILITARY 


SERVICE, PHYSICIAN SAYS 


Many Defects Would Be Correcied if Youths 
Were Forced to Take Course of Training, 


Dr. Howe of Ne 


w York Declares. 


The somber assertion that the people 


of the United States are face to face 
with almost unlimited deformity. and 
disease, all tending toward the physical 
degeneration of the nation, is made by 
Dr. Lucien Howe, famous New York 


ophthalmic surgeon and author of med- 


ical works. Like a conscientious physi- 
clan who, after diagnosing an ailment, 
then prescribes for it, Dr. Howe also 
has his remedy ready. The cure, he 
says, is one thing and one thing only— 
universal military training. 

As unmistakable symptoms of the na- 
tional ill health, Dr. Howe points out 
the, following facts, discovered in his 
reasearches and made public in a mes- 
Sage to the country: 

Out of approximately 20,000,000 
school children in the United States, 
about 15,000,000 have physical imper- 
fections sufficiently severe to require 
attention. 

We cannot graduate five or six 
pupils from the average high school 

without giving one of them a crooked 
spine. 

In the average class graduated at 
a high school at least one in six or 
seven is nearsighted.

When 1000 young men at a leading 
Eastern college were examined in 
grder to ascertain how many were 
physically perfect, less than one in 
10 came up to that standard. 
yo Howe's views are especially inter- 
esting in view of the President's recent 
reference to the medical aspect of uni- 
versal physical training. They are ex- 
pounded in an informative and readab!2 
article published in last. Sunday’s issue 
of the New York Times Magazine. 


Results From School Life. 
To understand why the average health 


of the American boy and man is sub 
normal, the author first directs atten- 
tion to three conditions which he 
ascribes largely to school life—spinal 
curvature, nearsightedness and ‘“‘slouchi- 
ness.’’ 
“We know now,” he says, “‘that it is 
impossible to graduate more than five 
or six pupils from the average high 
school without giving one of them a 
crooked spine—prihcipally as a result of 
bad posture. It is true that most of 
the curvatures are slight, but unfortu- 
nately may cause much inconvenience 
and suffering later in life. If those 
curvatures were recognized at an early 
stage, they could easily be improved by 
better posture and especially by setting- 
up exercises of a military kind. 
“Again, it has long been known that 
in the average class graduating at a 
high school at least one in six or seven 
is nearsighted. This condition is also 
largely due to a stooping posture, and 
the consequent interference with the 
proper circulation inside the eye. 
“As relaxation of the muscular Sys- 
tem is manifested in bad posture, some 
relaxation of the mental attitude, o1 
‘slow time reaction,’ is manifested by 
& mental condition which the layman 
calls ‘slouchiness.’ If these defects were 
recognized early in life, they could be 
usually corrected by training in alert- 
ness, quick response and efficient action 
in other words, by what we call mili- 
tary discipline.’’ 

In a second group the writer places 
diseases and deformities not directly 
the result of school life, such as flat

Favors Extending Quarantine. 

In a third group are listed contagious 
diseases, such as pulmonary tuberculosis, 
Scarlet fever, diphtheria, smallpox, 
measles and the like, and the fact is 
recalled that in 1911, from the first three 
maladies alone, 5000 persons died be- 
tween the ages of 6 and 20. That, he 
says, is merely the record of the dead; 
the wounded—those left partly blina, 
deaf, paralyzed or otherwise physically 
imperfect—being left out of account. 
Diseases of this group, Dr. Howe holds, 
could be much better controlled if quar- 
antine were always made practically of 
a military character. a 

Statistics gathered by Dr. Young of 
Baltimore are referred to, showing that 
more than half of those who try to 
enter the army and navy are rejected 
as physically unfit—though physical per- 
fection is not required in either arm of 
the service. FE’ven acclaimed athletes 
often prove unequally balanced physic- 
ally, as was shown in a recent investi- 
gation at a leading LEastern college, 
where out of a thousand or more young 
men less than 100 were found to be in 
ideal physical health. 

“Apparently the position {s hopeless,”’ 
grieves Dr. Howe. “We are face to 
face with almost unlimited deformity 
and disease, largely unnecessary, all 
tending to the physical degeneration of 
the nation. Anything to be done about 
it? Yes, one thing and one thing only 
—universal military training. 

“This would have two features of enor- 
mous importance to the health of the 
nation. These features are: 

“First, a physical examination of ev- 
ery boy or young man of a certain age 
sufficiently thorough to make him and 
kis parents acquainted with any physi- 
cal imperfections he might have. 

“Second, it would mean setting-up 
exercises and gymnastics to correct bad 
posture, with resulting spinal curvature, 
nearsightedness, etc., and later the rig- 
orous training of camp life. 


Opinion Is General. 
‘This is not the opinion of one indi- 


vidual, but of the large majority of 
physicians. Not long ago I was asked 
to represent the National Association 
for Universal Military Training at a 
hearing before the Senate Committee on 
Military Affairs, which was then con- 
sidering the Chamberlain bill. As this 
question of the public health seemed too 
important to be presented by any one 
man, invitations were sent to the Pres- 
idents and a few past presidents of the 
American Medical Asseciation, of State 
}societies, and of national societies of 
specialists to express their opinions per- 
sonally, or by letter, concerning these 
two medical features of military train- 
ing. 

“Within less than ten days replies 
were received. from 117 such present or 
past presiding officers, including those 
of the medical societies of 41 states. Of 
the entire number, 112 approved heartily 
of the measures, four hesitated—not 
having seen the entire bill—and one was 
opposed—apparently rather to military 
measures of any kind than to the med- 
ical aspects of such training.’’

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 
“Hysteria has‘hit us. With all the world an 
Sineane asylum, how could we keep our mental 
balance?

Under a wise system of universal military 
training and service all able-bodied young men 
could be trained at a time when there would be 
least interference with their work in life. The 
trained men would be registered and classified. 
In a. call for services to make up the first army 
of defense young, unmarried men to the num- 
ber needed would be drafted. Men would be 
chosen whose service would least interfere with 
the neccessary industrial and business activities 
of the country. When the young unattached 
class is exhausted selection could be made from 
other classes with similar consideration for the 
general welfare of the country. 

Intelligent efficiency, as well as equality and 
democracy, make a wisely ordered system of uni- 
versal obligatory military training and service. 
It supplies trained citizen soldiery .without exces- 
‘sive cost. It is antj-militaristic because the 
army reserves are citizens of all occupations. 
The words of Lincoln, quoted by Gen. Goethals, 
apply now as they did in the Civil War, when 
the Government was driven to conscription by 
the final lack of sufficient volunteers: 

Shall we shrink from the necessary means 
te maintain our free gevernment, which our 
grandfathers employed to establish it, and 
our own fathers have already employed once to 


maintain it? Are we degenerate? Has the 
manhood of our race run out? 
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It is costing Americans and other neutrals about 
$17,000,000 a month to feed the Belgians. Is Ger- 
many prepared to take over this expense?

international life. Above all, it considers that 
the extension in the form announced of this 
pretended right of destruction to the lives of 
noncombatants and the subjects of neutral na- 
tions, such as Spain, is contrary to principles 
observed by al] nations, even in moments of 
greatest violence. 

Spain herself has attempted presumptions at 
sea on which civilization frowned, but that was 
long ago, in a different period of history. That 
she now ranges herself on the side of the nations 
who assert that the supremacy of law is the safety 
of the people of the world is especially gratifying.

THE ST. LOUIS AS AN ISSUE. 
The movements and the fortunes of the Amer- 


ican liner St. Louis may determine the question 
of peace or war. This ship was to have sailed 
for Liverpool last Saturday with passengers, 
mails and non-contraband freight. On the ap- 
pearance of the German proclamation of ruth- 
less submarine warfare, which graciously al- 
lowed one American vessel a week to arrive 
at and depart from the English port of Fal- 
mouth, the sailing has been postponed from 
day to day. 

If, like the Standard Oil tankers recalled and 
held at their docks, the St. Louis ig to abandon 
its voyage, the German blockade is already a 
success so far as the United States is con- 
cerned. In fact, it is a blockade of our own 
coast. If the liner gets to Falmouth painted 
and decorated as Berlin has directed it will sig- 
nify acceptance by us of the German decree 
that our use of the ocean is not a matter of 
right, but a privilege condescendingly granted. 
If, on the other hand, the ship, disregarding the 
illegal orders which have held it back, re- 
sumes its regular schedule and sails for: Liver- 
pool, it will enter the danger Zone not as a chal- 
lenger, but to be challenged; perhaps to be de- 
stroyed. 

Here is the issue between the United Gtates 
and Germany. We can have peace if we quit the 
sea and surrender all our rights to the sea. We 
can have peace, perhaps, if we use the sea spar- 
ingly under German restrictions. In regard to 
war, we shall not know definitely whether the 
German proclamation meant all that it said 
until the St. Louls or some other American ship 
puts the matter to the test. To surrender in 
advance would make all our words meaningless. 
To take orders would be humiliating. To go 
straight ahead conscious of our correct purposes

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NICARAGUA TAKES NOTICE. 

Some of Nicaragua’s neighbors are making 
trouble over her treaty with this country, ceding 
the exclusive right to the Nicaraguan Canal 
route and granting for use as naval stations a 
harbor on the Pacific side and a couple of 
islands on the Atlantic side.- A member of the 
Nicaragua Congress, however, asks why the 
$5,000,000 we were to pay under, the treaty has 
not been handed over. He takes the ground 
that the treaty has already lapsed through fail» 
ure to fulfill its conditions, and has introduced 
a bill providing that it shall be abrogated. 
Probably the secret of the matter is that 
Nicaragua has learned of the terms according to 
which the Danish West Indies, with a European 
motherland to help them in the bargaining, have 
just sold themselves.

It is pointed out, 
however, that while this is true of eggs 
served ag one of the principal dishes of 
a meal, it often is not true of eggs used 
in cakes, puddings and other desserts 
along with-meats. It is in the latter 
use of eggs that the housewife who 
wishes to economize can try especially 
to curtail consumption. A fact which 
makes this practice easier is that with 
the present availability of baking pow- 
ders, corn starch, gelatin, etc., the use 
of eggs to impart lightness or to thick- 
en liquids is not now essential as it was 
in the past.

Like milk und .unlike meats, eggs do 
not contain substances convertible in the 
body ‘into uric acid.

foods—is digested. No extended cooking 
is necessary for eggs, and there is, 
therefore, a saving of time, labor and 
fuel in their preparation, when they are 
conmipared with many other. foods. For 
all these reasons eggs deserve an im.- 
portant place in the diet for use at times 
in place of other foods rich in pro- 
tein, provided egg prices are’ not so high 
as to outweigh the other considerations.

HE Pactfic Coast Lawn Tennis 
Association (which developed
